SUBMISSION. 


How a Revolt in Chattanooga Jail Was 
Put Down. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 7.—T wenty- 
seven of the worst prisoners in the county jail, 
who had revolted and refused to enter their 
cells from the corridor, have been starved into 
submission. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning twelve sub- 
mitted, and at 5 o’clock in the afternoon the 
other fifteen, hungry and cold, gavein. The 
janitor and assistants, armed with Win- 
chesters, had been on duty in the meantime 
atcommanding posts, but force or bloodshed 
was not needed. The gang was headed by 
Bud Gordon,+in for the murder cf Duputy 
Sheriff Gordon, and several of them would 
stop at nothing to gain their freedom.

Then began 
this new famous suit, the best legal talent in 
Virginia being retained on both sides. 

Judge Leake decides that by gift—donatio 
mortis causa—Bettie Lewisis entitled to all 
Thomas’s estate with the exceptionof his bank 
deposits, amounting to $18,000. 

Thomas, while on his deathbed, gave his 
daughter his bankbook, and she contended 
that he intended that she should have the 
money representedin the book, buton this 
point Judge Leake decides thatthe delivery 
of the bankbook. was not sufficient delivery of 
the bank deposits. Unless this point is re- 
versed by the court of appeals, the heirs at 
law, who are contending forthe whole estate, 
will receive the $18,000 in bank.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 7.—The stock market today 
was strong throughout with a decided increase fin 
orders executed by commission houses. Time money 
loaned.at 5 per cent and, on the whole, the outlook for 
a continuance of an upward movement is very favora- 
ble. The feature of the market today, however, was 
a change in the front, apparent or real, of foreigners, 
and where they have been sellers of stocks for the past 
four or five days, today there was an effort made to get 
back those stocks without advancing prices. An an- 
nouncement that Louisville and Nashville bad declared 
a dividend, and that it was 2'; per cent in cash, had a 
most salutary effect upon that stock in early cash trad- 
ing, making it the feature of the dealings throughout 
the forenoon. Louisville and Nashville had a spurt of 
activity and strength in the early trading, but was fol- 
lowed later by Pacific Mail, which rose on the vote yese 
terday in the house on taking up the shipping bill for dis- 
cussion. Sugar refineriesalso showed marked strength, 
which was found to be due to covering of a large short 
line in stock. Jersey Central also made a sharp upward 
spurt in later dealings, but lost a portion of its im- 
provement in final dealings. The market, if anything, 
was narrower than that of yesterday, the bulk of trad- 
ing being confined more than usually toa few leading 
shares. The opening was strong under the influence of 
the change in the front by foreigners and the dividend 
on Louisville, but while further gains were scored in 
almost everything traded in, operations of the bears 
kept the market feverish and toa large extent unset- 
tled. The afternoon showed little animation, but best 
prices were reached before 2 0’clock p. m., and some 
reaction was seen from the highest points. The close 
was quiet and firm.

NEW YORK, January 7.—!Special.}-- The advance in 
Liverpool today, combined with the large spot sales, 
was a surprise to the trade causing a sharp demand 
from those who expected the receipts would check any 
further advance abroad. This demand appears to be 
the effect of buying by the spinning corporations 
abroad, who annually allow their stocks to run down 
before January 1 to show a clear balance sheet on that 
date. The movement of the crop continues ona very 
heavy scale, though the receipts at New Orleans were 
pot so heavy as had been estimated, and the total is 
24,500 bales, against 13,000 bales last year.

THE MORRIS AFFAIR. 


It Looks Like There Was no Forgery 
About the Dewberry Deed. 

Further investigation shows that the transac- 
tion of J. E. Morris, the missing cashier of the 
Southern Loan and Banking Company, with the 
Gerinania Loan and Banking Company, was in all 
probability strictly square, 

The deed given by Morris tothe bank to se- 
cure the $400 in notes, together with the 
notes and other papers were shown to a 
CONSTITUTION reporter by Mr. Peter Clarke, cash- 
fer of the Germania Loan and Banking Company, 
yesterday. 

Kight of the notes have been paid by Mr. Dew- 
berry,and Mr. Clarke says these payments have 
been as prompt as could be desired. 

When Morris went to have the notes discounted, 
he offered as security a deed to certain property 
given to him by Mr. Dewberry. Mr. Clarke re- 
fused this, and told Morris he could have the 
notes discounted if a deed was made direct to the 
Germania by Mr. Dewberry. 

Several days afterward Morris presented a deed 
to the property from Mr. Dewberry to the Germania 
Loan and Banking Company, and the notes were 
cashed. 

The first deed mentioned, from Dewberry to 
Morris, was witnessed by Mr. W. A. Wright and 
Mr. Thomas F. Corrigan. The second deed from 
Dewberry to the Germania Loan and Banking 
Compaisy was witnessed by Mr. Grant Martin and 
Mr.T. W. Birney. Both these deeds are held by 
Mr. (Sarke. 

Mr. Martin says he remembers having witnessed 
the, deed. 

The signatures tothe two deeds and on all the 
Jaotes are very much alike, and if any dne of the 
signatures is forged, it is very cleveriy done. 

Forgery or no forgery, the Germania Loan and 
Banking Company loses nothing. It holds good 
security, and besides Mr.- Dewberry has never 
expressed any other intention than that of paying 
the notes.
